Four U. 
S 
destroyers — the 
Brownstone. 
Roberts, Roan 
and 
Royal—were ordered to cut short 
their 
present courtesy 
visit to 
Singapore. 
It was believed here 
they also are en route to rejoin 
the powerful naval force standing 
guard over Formosa. 
Report lavation Fleet 
Nationalist sources said the Chi 
nese Communists had an invasion 
fleet of 1.000 junks carrying 120. 
OOO men within 20 miles of the 
island outpost* 200 miles north of 
Formosa. 
At the same time. Peiping Pvdio 
proclaimed anew its defiance of the 
United States 
The U S Air Force announced 
in Tokyo it also was moving up 
"offensive units" — jet bombers — 
to forward bases to cope with any 
eventuality as the 18th Fighter- 
Bomber Wing of 75 MIG-fcilling 
Sabres flew to Formosan airfields 
from Okinawa and the Philippines. 
The F86s ran up a 13-1 victory 
over the MIGS in Korea. 
Warning ta Reds 
Military observers here saw the 
movement of American air strength 
as a finn warning to Red China 
that the United States was dead 
aet on carrying out a successful 
evacuation of Tachen when the fin­ 
al orders come from Washington. 
These observers said the United 
States was bringing such powerful 
military forces to bear in the For 
moss area that Red China might 
be "persuaded" to stand aside for 
a peaceful evacuation of the 30.000 
Nationalists in the Tachens 
Whether the Reds would do that 
was a major question 
Communist broadcasts said they 
would not be "intimidated” and 
Nationalist sources said the Reds 
had massed 120.000 men in the 
Tachen area. 150,000 opposite Que- 
moy Island. 300 miles to the south, 
and 50,000 at Matsu, midway be­ 
tween. 
Hit Reds Near Tachen 
Waves of Nationalist bombers 
concentrated today on the group 
threatening the Tachens and again 
bombed Red military positions on 
Ytkiangshan 
Island,' eight 
miles 
north of Tachen. in an effort to 
silence the long range Communist 
artillery there. 
« 
Lt. Gen. Roger Ramey, command 
er of the U. S. 5th Air Force in 
Japan, arrived here to supervise 
the deployment of America's first 
armed forces to Formosa, a move 
described by top American mili­ 
tary leaders as one “to provide 
U. S. air force power to any place 
needed.” 
The Nationalist Cabinet met to­ 
day and Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek was reported to have given 
his personal approval to evacuation 
of the Tachens, but to have made 
it clear he was “yielding" to Amer 
jean desires. 
Peiping Radio, the voice of Red 
China, warned that the Red regime 
"will never be intimidated” hut 
"will carry on their efforts to lib j 
crate Formosa and wipe out the 
Chiang Kai-Shek group of betray­ 
ers until they win a final victory.” 
Peiping particularly attacked the 
7th Fleet's aerial activities and 
said “many carrier-based aircraft 
have been patrolling over the sea 
east of Tachen Island for the past 
few days.” 
It called the action "provoca­ 
tive.”

Eisenhower to Remain Near Capital 
Next Few Months Because of Crisis 


WASHINGTON 4? — President 
Eisenhower has decided to stick 
close to Washington for the next 
few months because of the inter­ 
national crisis and important busi­ 
ness pending in Congress. 
For the most part, the chief ex ­ 
ecutive will stay within about two 
hours’ air time from the nation’s 
capital for “ the next two or three 
m onths." 
If he does go beyond 
that range, 
he will not remain 
away from Washington more than 
one night 
The self-imposed travel lim ita­ 
tion was announced Wednesday by 
Press Secretary Jam es C. Hager 
ty. He said the decision reflected 
“ no em ergency” and he did not 
want lo encourage what he d e­ 
scribed as “ scare headlines “ 
But Hagerty said he would be 
“ foolish" to say that the current 
F ar Eastern crisis did not enter 
into the President’s decision 
The 
press secretary 
emphasized the 
President’s desire to remain close 
at hand while his 1955 adm inistra­ 
tion program is in its formative 
stages in Congress. 


The air travel limit of about 
two hour* would not preclude a 
spring trip to Augusta, Ga 
The 
President's new 
Supcr-Con*teIla- 
tion. the Columbine III. can make 
the Augusta-Washington flight in 
less than two hour* and unless 
the Formosa situation deteriorates 
materially, the chief executive and 
his wife are expected to *pend a 


long week-end in Georgia in April.

"And this perhaps is the only 
thing in the world they do agree 
upon," he said 
Describes Great "Illusions” 
He said present tensions with 
their threat of national annihilation 
are kept alive by two great illu­ 
sions. 
"The one a complete belief 
on the part of the Soviet world 
that the capitalist countries are 
preparing to attack them 
and 
the other a complete belief on the 
part of the capitalistic countries 
that the Soviet are preparing to 
attack us 
Both are wrong, he said 
For 
either side 
war with the oilier 
would mean nothing but disaster. 
"But the constant acceleration of 
preparation may well. without spe­ 
cific intent, ultimately produce a 
spontaneous combustion." 
MacArthur also charged that the

Judges Rule Toll 
Road Suit Up 
To Stale Courts 


CHICAGO «l’P' — A three-judge 
federal court today ruled unani­ 
mously that it has no jurisdiction 
to 
rule 
on 
an 
injunction 
suit 
brought by a group of property 
owners against the Illinois Toll 
Road Commission. 
State courts should be resorted 
to in any present action against the 
commission, the three judge court 
ruled. 
It sairl that whether the 
Toll Road Act, tinder which the 
commission was created, is in vio­ 
lation of the Illinois constitution 
“is not for us to decide ” 
“That 
function 
is 
exclusively 
within the jurisdiction of the state 
Courts,” said the opinion, written 
by Judge Elmer J Schnackcnburg 
of the Appeals Court and concurred 
in by Dist 
Judges Joseph Sam 
Perry and Michael L. Igoe. 
Outside Court’s Province 
The opinion said it was not with­ 
in the federal court’s province to 
decide “whether the Legislature 
was wise in passing the law” or 
enacting some of its provisions 
which were attacked 
The Illinois Supreme Court, the 
three judges found, had already 
ruled that functions of the com 
mission were administrative and 
ministerial and not legislative, and 
that the delegation of powers to 
the commission was \alid. 
A sec­ 
tion of the Toll Roads Act. the 
federal court found, showed the 
commission could exercise discre­ 
tio n a l 
p o w e r in 
determining 
routes. 
The property owners w ho brought 
tile suit. mostly from the Chicago 
suburban area, had argued that 
the comm ssion's determination of 
routes had the effect of depriving 
them of property without due proc 
ess of law. 
Cite Supreme Court Ruling 
But the federal judges said that 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States alreadv had ruled in a simi­ 
lar case that delegation of powers 
to such a commission was valid if 
there was conclusive evidence of 
the public necessity for such im­ 
provements.
